Flo ur is o ften 
mix ed with alum o r with po tassium 
carbo nate to increase the amo unt o f 
water abso rbed, with zinc sulphate to 
keep the bread fresh, with co pper sul­ 
phate and ammo nium carbo nate to di­ 
minish the quantity o f y east required 
and to impro v e the appearance o f 
bro ad made with spo iled flo ur.

co sting 
o ne- 
eighth the price o f pure alco ho l, is 
used fo r the manufacture o f the liq 
ueurs and aperitifs which are so large­ 
ly co nsumed in France. 
Alco ho l, de­
